FUEL  OIL  OR  GASOLINE  TAX. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31st,  1933,  the  revenue 
oolleoted  amounted  to  §2,050,163.08.  The  sum  of  §491,669.67 
was  refunded,  representing  31,4-39  applications  approved  for 
payment.  The  refund  rate  per  gallon  during  this  period  was 
4ii.  During  -the  oalendar  year  ended  December  31st,  1933,  the 
sum  of  §2,322,927.14  was  oolleoted  in  comparison  with  §2,057,110,51 
in  1932. 

On  April  1st,  tax  at  the  rate  of  6tf  per  gallon  became  effective 
and  refunds  were  made  at  the  rate  of  $ci  per  gallon.  Under  the  $<? 
rate  the  refund  wa3  4£  per  gallon.
